The Maryland FarmLINK Mentor Match Program pairs experienced farmers (mentors) with new or
transitioning farm owners/operators (mentees) for one-on-one training, advice and interaction. The
year-long mentoring experience is enhanced with support from the Maryland FarmLINK Mentor Team,
which provides technical assistance in farm production, business management, regulations, marketing
and funding resources. Applications to the Mentor Match Program are accepted throughout the year.

Target areas. In 2016, the program will focus on mentoring in the following targeted areas: vegetable
production (organic and conventional), pasture-raised poultry and rabbits, fruit, wine grapes and
agritourism.

MENTEE eligibility and responsibilities. To be eligible for the program, mentees must have no
miore thanthan ten years' experience as a farm owner or operator and have an interest in cultivating
skills in the target areas listed above. Mentees must also have land available to them (own or lease
farmland) in Southern Maryland. There is no charge to apply or be in the program. If a mentor match
is found, the mentee's responsibilities will include the following:

» Visit mentor's farm at least once

» Host mentor visit to farm

» Contact mentor periodically for input and to report progress
» Attend one annual meeting

» Provide progress reports to the Mentor Match Team
